They’re like the forgotten cousin of 
onions and garlic. 

But William Van Vliet has rooted out 
some success growing shallots in 
Niagara. 

The Thoroldite, who grows shallots 
on a small swath in Niagara Falls, 
earned accolades recently at the Royal 
Agricultural Winter Fair for his onion- 
like crop. 

The only person showing shallots at 
the Olympics of agriculture, Van Vliet 
snagged fourth out of nine entries in 
the “other vegetable” category, attest- 
ing to the shallot’s status as the 
unsung among aromatic veggies. 

It’s a status Van Vliet has been 
spending the past several years trying 
to change. 

“A lot of people watch cooking 
shows. They always say shallots, cut 
up. But they haven't been readily 
available. You just can’t get them,” Van 
Vliet said. 

To get them locally is even more of a 
coup. 

Van Vliet grows red and yellow shal- 
lots, which sprout in bunches or clus- 
ters, like garlic, on one hectare of land 
he rents from Walker Industries on the 
border of Thorold and Niagara Falls. 

The 64-year-old considers it finally 
making use of the horticulture degree 
he earned in university, but didn't use 
until he was “downsized” out of a job 
at the Abitibi plant in Thorold seven 
years ago. 

His daughter, Sandra, was working 
on her agriculture degree at the time 
in British Columbia when she 
returned home and struck up a part- 
nership with her dad, running two 
market gardens that produced vegeta- 
bles they would sell at local farmers’ 
markets. 

To start, Van Vliet decided to devote 
his small plot to tomatoes, Spanish

onions and garlic. 

“There are not too many local farm- 
ers able to grow onions like Spanish 
onions,” Van Vliet said. “I’ve heard lots 
say we tried but were never success- 
ful. I tried and was successful.” 

Van Vliet soon added leeks and 
shallots to his repertoire to meet cus- 
tomer demand, he said. 

He is certain he’s the only grower in 
the region whose harvests are more 
often associated with the root vegeta- 
ble-plentiful Holland Marsh north of 
Toronto than the buckle of the fruit 
belt that is Niagara. 

The Holland Marsh also provides 
his biggest source of competition at 
the Royal, where Van Vliet shows all 
his pungent crops and this year 
placed in the top five for all categories 
entered. 

It’s no easy feat, he said. The clay 
loam he grows on tends to blemish 
the delicate, papery skins of his shal- 
lots and garlic, which is a detractor for 
judges, who also look uniformity of 
size when choosing a grand cham- 
pion clove. 

“Initially, four years ago, I thought I 
could go to farmers’ markets and 
show my ribbons as a quality grower. 
That would help me,” Van Vliet said. 

He also had a 1.4-kilogram Spanish 
onion entered in the giant vegetable 
contest. It lost to one that was 1.8 kg. 

“You can’t really compete with the 
Bradford Marsh people. They’ve got 
good soil with big acreage,” Van Vliet 
said. 

Still, Van Vliet has developed quite 
the local following among shallot fans 
and the curious, who might wonder if 
the entrepreneurial grower may just 
be on to Niagara's next big crop. 

“T get a lot of farmers looking at 
what I have at farmers’ markets. You 
know, they’re spying,” Van Vliet said 
with a laugh. 

“In time, there might be a number 
of farmers selling shallots.”

he need to feed food banks 

was made more evident by 
last week's release of the Hunger- 
Count survey. 

It shows in this tough eco- 
nomic time a 17.6% jump in the 
number of Canadians relying on 
food hampers. 

It also showed meals provided 
by soup kitchens, school break- 
fast programs and drop-in cen- 
tres are up 39% from two years 
ago. 

Nearly 800,000 people visited 
food banks this past March — 
120,000 more than a year earlier. 

That’s the largest one-year 
jump on record, and 72,000 of 
the clients were first-timers. 

And it gets worse. 

Feeding these people is grow- 
ing more difficult. 

One-third of the 670 food 
banks across Canada have 
reported problems keeping up 
with demand or having to turn 
people away. 

It is critical that community- 
wide food drives, such as the one 
in Pelham on Dec. 5. 

They generate tonnes of food 
each year, but soon after the 
winter holidays supplies of sta- 
ples will be running low once 
again. 

For some families, including 
those with two incomes, a deci- 


sion must be made to pay bills or 


buy food.

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WM TORTURE DEBATE: Colvin’s chill factor 


Government threats scare witnesses 


hile Conservative 

goons are busy smeat- 
ing the whistle-blowing diplo- 
mat who touched off the 
Afghan torture fiasco, federal 
lawyers have apparently 
gagged, intimidated and other- 
wise convinced dozens of other 
key officials to keep quiet. 

For the past 18 months, Ste- 
phen Harper's government has 
tied the quasi-judicial Military 
Police Complaints Commission 
in legal knots to thwart public 
hearings into allegations that 
prisoners captured by Cana- 
dian forces were subsequently 
tortured at the hands of Afghan 
authorities. 

This summer, the commis- 
sion already was adjourned 
and going nowhere when fed- 
eral lawyers threw a chill into 
potential witnesses. 

On July 28, the federal justice 
department wrote to 28 high- 
ranking government and mili- 
tary officials with knowledge of 
the Afghan detainee file, warn- 
ing that their testimony could 
damage their reputations and 
potentially put their colleagues’ 
careers at risk. 

The letter “strongly” recom- 
mended they all retain the jus- 
tice department as their legal 
counsel. 

Not surprisingly, most 
heeded the pointed advice — 
after all, it was coming from 
their employer. 

In fact, only one person 
retained his own counsel and 
agreed to co-operate with the 
commission. 

That was diplomatic whistle- 
blower Richard Colvin, for- 
merly acting ambassador in 
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Among other things,

of course, the government 
refuses to make public. 


Afghanistan, and now deputy 
chief of intelligence at the 
Canadian embassy in Washing- 
ton. 

Last month, Colvin’s lawyer, 
Calgary-based solicitor Lori 
Bokenfohr, wrote a blistering 
letter to the justice depart- 
ment, complaining the govern- 
ment was systematically, if not 
unethically, trying to subject 
potential witnesses to a “chill 
effect.” 

Among other things, Boken- 
fohr’s rocket reveals relevant 
parts of the justice department 
missive which, of course, the 
government refuses to make 
public. 

Bokenfohr noted potential 
witnesses were not being called 
to testify at public hearings, 
just voluntary preliminary 
interviews with counsel for the 
complaints commission. 

Yet, according to the justice 
department letter to witnesses, 


D. 
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“government servants might 
face accusations of lying during 
public hearings, face greater 
risk to reputation, and carry 
the potential moral burden of 
unwittingly exposing military 
and other colleagues and peers 
to disciplinary penalties.” 

Bokenfohr said under the 
bold heading on the letter, 
“What is at stake for you,” fed- 
eral lawyers warned “govern- 
ment servants must appear 
before the commission in 
public, and that ‘the commis- 
sion is actively seeking to pub- 
licize the hearings and report.’” 

The feds further cautioned 
“military police are at espe- 
cially high risk of reputational 
damage, that they could be 
directly criticized by the com- 
mission.” 

Finally, Bokenfohr notes the 
justice department letter warns 
prospective witnesses that 
“military commanders could 
become the ‘collateral casual- 
ties’ of the hearing, and ‘the 
legality of their decision to 
transfer Afghan detainees will 
be the battleground on which 
the allegation of failure to 
investigate (alleged abuse of 
prisoners) will be fought.’ ” 

The day before Colvin was 
scheduled to meet with coun- 
sel for the complaints commis- 
sion, the justice department 
declared all information in his 
possession to be a matter of 
national security, and warned 
him sharing anything with 
anyone could get him arrested. 

The government, having 
advised all witnesses to retain 
legal counsel, is now refusing 
to pay Colvin’s bills.

Iam pleased to report that on Nov. 
5, Bill C-50 received Royal Assent and 
became law. Depending on how long 
an eligible individual has been work- 
ing and paying into the Employment 
Insurance program this bill can pro- 
vide five to 20 weeks of additional EI 
benefits. 

These measures will help Canadian 
workers who have paid into the EI 
system for years by providing the sup- 
port they need while searching for 
new employment. 

This temporary measure, which 
builds on those introduced in our 
government's economic action plan, 
will be phased out gradually in the 
future as Canada’s economy improves. 

I was very pleased to see the NDP 
put partisan politics aside and vote 
favourably to pass this legislation. 
However, I was also disappointed to 
see the Liberals and Bloc Quebecois 
vote against these measures, without 
providing any meaningful alterna- 
tives. 

The NDP have in fact indicated that 
they will be continuing to support our 
government so long as we continue to 
deliver on our commitments to 
improve the EI program. 

Our next piece of EI legislation will 
be Bill C-56; the Fairness for the Self- 
Employed Act. 

This additional new legislation pro- 
poses to extend to self-employed 
Canadians the opportunity to access 
all EI special benefits including 
maternity and parental benefits, sick- 
ness benefits, and compassionate 
care benefits should they choose to 
pay into the program. 

Should this proposed legislation 
pass, approximately 2.6 million self- 
employed Canadians who have long 
asked for the option to participate in 
the EI program will now have peace of 
mind knowing that they can access 
special benefits to cope with their 
major life events.

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HS WATER CHARGES: Common Niagara rate structure floated 


Council gives OK 
on feasibility study 


PelhamNEWS Staff 


Town council will support entering 
into a feasibility study to review a 
common rate structure for Niagara’s 
water and wastewater systems if the 
region picks up the tab. 

A draft memorandum of under- 
standing was presented to the town- 
ship as one of the feasibility partners, 
however, there was some concern 
from Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook that 
if this project were to exceed the 
$50,000 upset limit that the remaining 
costs would then have to be covered 
by the project partners. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said he 
understood the feasibility study isn’t 
anticipated to cost more than $50,000 
which is being paid for by the region. 

Town treasurer Cari Pupo said in 
discussions with regional staff, that 
point about how it would be funded 


did come up. She suggested the town 
recommend the region change the 
clause to state the costs would be 
borne by the region. 

The study, said Pupo, will provide 
the township with information to help 
it determine a rate. The town is not 
obligated to adopt the rate that would 
be recommended in this review by 
consultants. 

The resolution will be forwarded to 
the region and the memorandum will 
come back to council in its final form 
before politicians discuss or vote on a 
bylaw. 

“Until we have a final document 
with the amendment, a bylaw will not 
move forward,” said town clerk Cheryl 
Miclette. 

While the bylaw was anticipated to 
come back to council by Nov. 30, it 
may not be back for discussion until 
December, she said.

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The goal is to put family violence in 
the spotlight — to get people to take 
action and help people in need. 

At last week’s town council meeting, 
regional Coun. Brian Baty made a pre- 
sentation on the Stop Family Violence 
— It’s Everybody's Business campaign. 

In a four-minute video presenta- 
tion, council was provided with some 
starling facts: 

¢ In Niagara, 183 women were 
turned away from women’s shelters in 
2008 because there was no room for 
them; 

¢ The number of children left moth- 
erless because of domestic violence 
resulting in death — four; 

* Some 10% of the Niagara Regional 
Police budget is spent on dealing with 
family violence. 

¢ It costs more than $3 million a 
year to operate three Niagara shelters 
for women and children who have 
experienced abuse; 

¢ The estimated social services costs 
related to family violence in Niagara is 
in excess of $5 million a year. 

“The United Way supports those 
three facilities,” said Ward 3 Coun. 
Peter Papp, executive director of the 
United Way, adding that the shelters 
anticipate “an increase in caseloads 
particularly in light of current eco- 
nomic conditions.” 

In April 2005, Women’s Place of 
South Niagara and the NRP hosted a 
leadership summit on family violence 
to provide 200 business, political,

Students sat in wonder as Wendy 
Berner continued an important tradi- 
tion that bonds all walks of life 
together — storytelling. 

Berner travelled from Calgary to tell 
folklore from many different cultures 
across Canada. Stories she has heard 
first hand or researched to share with 
others, in hopes those stories will live 
on as they are told. 

“I do not read stories, I am a story- 
teller,” she said. “I keep the oral tradi- 
tion alive. I tell folk tales from around 
the world. Stories have been around 
for thousands of years. Stories are 
what bind us as together as human 
beings.” 

Last Friday, Berner picked a 
number of child-friendly stories from 
different cultures, genres, lengths and 
styles. She tells the tales in her own 
way, she said, to captivate her young 
or old audience. Friday, she shared 


those stories with students from St. 
Alexander Catholic School. 

“It’s not about acting ... it’s about 
being responsive to the audience. I 
am true to myself and the story.” 

When telling a story, she said, it’s 
better to tell it from the heart, which 
is a style she uses at museums, librar- 
ies, community halls, seniors homes, 
hospitals and high schools.
